RAF Bombers 
Rage Again 
Over Reich 


LONDON, Sunday, Jan. 7.—(7) 
A mighty fleet of RAF bombers, 
following up the U., S. Eighth Air 
Force’s 14th daylight raid on Ger- 
man transport and communica- 
tions, poured explosives last night 
on Hanau, an important rail and 
industrial center 10 miles east of 
Frankfurt. 


The official announcement said 
Hanau was the “main objective,” 
indicating the RAF made it anoth- 
er night of multiple raids. 


The bombs dropped last night 
brought the total tonnage discharg- 
ed by the RAF in thé last six days 
to about 14,000, the air ministry 
announced. 


The American sky armada yes- 
terday dumped 3,000 tons of ex- 
plosives on three Rhine river 
— and other transport bottle- 
necks. 


More than 120 German supply 
arteries along the western front 
have been attacked by U. S. iliers 
carrying out the daytime phase of 
the current around-the-clock as- 
sault. . 

On the heels of a massive 5,000- 
ton RAF attack during the night 
on Hannover, Berlin and German 
positions in the Belgian bulge, the 
Eighth Air Force yesterday sent 
out more than 800 Flying For- 
tresses and Liberators with an es- 
cort of nearly 600 Mustangs. 

A late recapitulation of recent 
bombing results showed that one 
railway and two highway bridges 
between Cologne and Bonn, plus 
freight yards and other communi- 
cations centers elsewhere in west- 
ern Germany, were added to the 
44 freight yards, 14 bridges and 
63 highway and rail junctions 
which were blasted through Fri- 
day—all of them within an area 
the size of the state of Maryland 
and directly behind the Nazis’ of- 
fensive front. 

The 55th Mustang Fighter Group 
accidentally spotted an uncharted, 
camouflaged enemy airfield in a 
strafing sweep between Stuttgart 
and Wurzburg. 

The Americans went in for the 
kill, and 13 planes—believed to be 
JU-88s which have been harassing 
American front-line positions in 
night diveé-bombing attacks—were 
destroyed.

The new bonuses would cost $332,- 
500 for nonschool workers for the

It is estimated that similar hikes 
for the 1,600 school employes will 
boost school pay rolls another 
$300,000 for the year.

More than 1,000,000 persons vis- 
ited the major parks and recrea- 
tion centers in Fulton county dur- 
ing 1944, according to the annual 
report of the county parks depart- 
ment. 

The number represents two vis- 
its per person for the estimated 
500,000 population for the three 
metropolitan counties—Fulton, De- 
Kalb and Cobb—the report ex- 
plained, 

During the year, the grill areas 
claimed the majority of the park 
visitors, with 191,120 persons re- 
ported to have used grills at the 
four major parks at North Fulton, 
Adams, Utoy Boulder and South 
Bend. At Botanical Gardens, the 
county’s natural life park, 15,000 
persons were estimated to have at- 
tended the spot, Cash receipts 
from pafk areas totaled $22,819. 

Commissioner I. Gloer Hailey, 
who served as chairman of the 
parks committee during the year, 
recommended that proper recrea- 
tional facilities for the Negro pop- 
ulation in the county be consid- 
ered in the county’s postwar pro- 
posals. He also urged that the 
county planning commission pro- 
ceed with a report on how the im- 
pounded waters on county proper- 
ties can be utilized as fish ponds.

Collins Urges 12 Grades 
For All Georgia Schools 


By ELMO GREENE. 
Georgia should have “at the earliest date practicable” 12 grades 
in its public schools instead of 11, Dr. M. D. Collins, state super- 
intendent of schools, will say in his report to the 1945 general assem- 


bly, which convenes tomorrow. 

At present, most educational 
systems in the state have seven 
years of elementary school and 
four of high school. Atlanta, how- 
ever, has six years of elementary 
school, three of junior high and 
three of high school, totaling 12 
grades. 

Another important recommenda- 
tion to be made by Dr. Collins 
would make evailable “sufficient 
funds” with which to pay salaries 
to teachers on the present salary 
schedule for 12 months each year. 
MINIMUM SCALE 

The State Board of Education 
has established a minimum stand- 
ard schedule of salaries for_teach- 
ers, ranging from $45 to $110 
monthly for white teachers and 
from $28 to $88 for colored teach- 
ers. Teachers in Georgia for the 
school year 1944-45 will be paid 
the minimum salary schedule for 
11 months. 

Urging a stronger compulsory 
attendance law for the state, Dr. 
Collins says “the greatest weak- 
ness of the Georgia school system 
appears to be the failure to hold 
children in school long enough for 
them to advance to higher grades.” 

However, the school] head points 
out that there were more children 
enrolled in the Georgia public 
schools during the present term 
than ever before—this “despite a 
decrease in the actual number of 
children of school age as shown 
by the school census.” 


LAUDS FREE TEXTS 


Recommending that free text- 
books and library books continue 
to be furnished pupils by the state, 
Dr. Collins says the free textbook 
program is proving a “very defi- 
nite advantage in the improvement 
of instruction, The furnishing of 
textbooks has aided teachers and 
pupils in classreom work, contrib- 
uting largely to the vast improve- 
ment in school enrollment, attend- 
ance and promotions.” 


Other recommendations of Dr. 
Collins to the general assembly in- 
clude the following: 


Match federal funds in ful] for 
vocational education, which includ- 
ed vocational agriculture, voca- 
tional home economics, trades and 
industries, and distributive educa- 
tion. 

Administer the school equaliza- 
tion fund as now provided by law. 

Dr. Collins concludes his rec- 
ommendations as follows: 

“Sittce education is definitely

Harris To Seek 
Bill Abolishing 
State's Poll Tax 


AUGUSTA, Ga., Jan. 6.—House 
Speaker Roy V. Harris announced 
here today that he would ask for a 
bill banning Georgia’s poll tax 
as a voting requirement. He said 
he would ask Senate President 
Frank Gross to join him in nam- 
ing a senate-house committee to 
draw up the bill. Gross already 
has announced he would seek abo- 
lition of the poll tax. 

“So many exemptions from the 
poll tax have been granted in 
Georgia that the tax has lost its 
usefulness as a means of purging 
the voters’ list of persons who 
have died or moved from the coun- 
ty,” Harris commented. 

He pointed out the following are 
exempted: all persons more than 
60; persons between the ages of 
18 and 21; all persons in military 
service, and women voting for the 
first time. 

Harris said he would ask for a 
revision of the registration laws 
to avoid confusion in voters’ lists. 
He said many nonpoll tax states 
require registration every year or 
every two years.

While commenting on the thor- 


vUplness with which the enemy 
was fooled about the African and 
the European invasions, Col. Mo 
Farland said the greatest feat was 
the movement of the entire Amer 
ican forces from southern Tunisia 
to northern Tunisia without the 
enemy getting wise. 


“Those troops were moved right 


under the noses of Jerry and he

Prior to the African invasion, 
Col. McFarland was stationed for 
several months in England, and 
was near his brother, Warrant Of- 
ficer Henry T. McFarland, now 
with the Army Engineers in Bel- 
gium.

His team of officers, specialists 
in every branch of the Army are 
contacting workers througheut the 
state, stressing the need for their 
interests to swing to duck pro- 
duction instead of bedspreads, 
housecoats or novelties. 

About 75 mills in the southeast- 
ern states are required to produce 
our country’s materials for tentage 
and heavy-duty demands. Pres- 
ent production is 45 to 52 million 
yards per month. New figures set 
the goal at 65 million yards. 

If the situation is not bettered 
in 90 days, our fighting men will 
suffer, said Walsh, and about 50 
per cent of our supplies will be 
unprotected from the weather. 

Fighting men also rfeed duck for 
cartridge belts, leggins, pup tents, 
gun covers, stretchers and hun- 
dreds of other uses. In the South 
Pacific all duck materials must be 
replaced every three to six, weeks,

Police Arrest 
Five Youths 
To Smash Ring 


Rutomobiles Recovered 
And Beating Solved as 
Detectives Crack Down

The arrest of five young men 
through close co-operation of At- 
lanta detectives and DeKalb coun- 
ty police has smashed an .uto 
mobile theft ring responsible for 
injuries to two persons, theft of 
a number of cars and carpenters’ 
tools, and purahases of large 
amounts of black market gasoline, 


-|authorities claim. 


City Detectives J. M. Pack, J. 
W. Ellington, G. D. Austin and 
Louis Bullard listed those arrested 
on charges of larceny as Jesse 
Hall, 19, of a Flat Shoals avenue 
address; Winston Simmons, 17, of 
a Whitehall street address; D. E. 
Barnes, 22, of a small downtown 
hotel; Randolph Chancey, 21, of 
a Crew street address, and Jewell 
Griggs, 26, of a Decatur 
address. 


Winston Simmons, first of the 
alleged band to be arrested, was 
booked when he came to police 
headquarters and confessed to 
theft of $700 worth of tools, for 
which his brother, Winifred Sim- 
mons, 20, was being held by de- 
tectives. Winifred, exonerated by 
his brother, was released. 


Driving to police headquarters 
in a stolen car, Winston told de- 
tectives how he and four com- 
panions had broken into a car 
belonging to R. O. and L. D. Rut- 
ledge by smashing a _ ventilator 
glass, 

It was 21-year-old Randolph 
Chancey who smashed the glass 
with his fist after finding the car 
on Stone Mountain road, where 
the two carpenters had locked and 
left it because of a flat tire. They 
sold the tools for $30, police said. 

David “Clowers,. discharged vet- 
eran, of a Glenn street address, 
told police he met two youths, later 
identified as Chancey and Sim- 
mons, at a beer place on White. 
hall street. They offered him a 
ride home and later beat him 
when he learned they were driv: 
ing a stolen car. Beating him 
twice unmercifully, they threat- 
ened to kill him if he told police, 
Clowers said. 

Jesse Hall, another member of 
the ring, told police he and Chan- 
cey were together in a stolen car 
when they picked up: a woman, 
offering to ride her home Dec. 19. 

Police said the two drove the 
woman to her home, refused to le? 
her out, turned around and came 
back toward Atlanta with her, in 
the meantime picking up a bottle 
of whisky. Chancey was driving 
the car, according to police, and 
lost control while speeding 85 
miles an hour on Glenwood ave. 
nue between Avondale and Can- 
dler road, 

The car crashed into a tree and 
Chancey and Hall left the scene. 
where the woman was stretched 
unconscious on the ground. The 
woman suffered serious injuries 
about the head. 

Hall and Simmons later stole 
another car and went to Macon 
after learning Chancey had been 
arrested, police said. 

Detectives said Hall and Chan- 
cey admitted buying a five-gallon 
gas coupon from a station near the 
State Market, on*two different cc- 
casions. 

Griggs, another member of the 
ring, was arrested Dec. 29 in a 
car belonging to R. H. Kennedy 
and stolen from a Spring street 
address. Detectives chased him 
across town and had to run him 
down.

At Budapest 


LONDON, Sunday, Jan. 7.—(P) 
The Red Army has announced it 
has repulsed continued massive 
German counterattacks northwest 
of Budapest, and a Soviet mili- 
tary commentator has said the 
Nazi effort to relieve the Hun- 
garian capital has “failed.” Ene- 
my accounts contended the drive 
had progressed to within 17 miles 
of the city. 

The Soviet communique, broad- 
cast from Moscow last night, said 
the large forces of enemy tanks 
and infantry suffered heavy losses 
on this fifth day of the counter- 
attacks, and added another 60 
tanks to the toll of enemy equip- 
ment destroyed through Friday, 
making 229 knocked out north- 
west of Budapest alone in four 
days. Enemy tank losses on all 
fronts Friday totaled 130, Mos- 
cow said. 

Indicating some dwindling in 
the scope of German air support 
of the counteroffensive, Moscow 
said only 17 German planes were 
shot down on all fronts Friday. 
The total destroyed northwest of 
Budapest since Tuesday had been 
put at 87. 

Col, Alexander Karpov, military 
specialist for the Moscow News, 
wrote that the German counter- 
‘offensive had failed and that a 
strip of territory between the em- 
battled capital and the Germans 
remained “quiet” despite bredk- 
through efforts by six armored di- 
visions and several divisions of 
infantry. 

Karpov noted that many points 
had changed hands several times, 
however. In Budapest itself, he 
said that more than 1,500 of the 
city’s 4,500 blocks were now in 
Russian hands, but cautioned that 


“fighting still ahead will be even 
{more difficult and ferocious.” ! 


His article disclosed, too, that 
the Russians were employing 
waves of Mosquito bombers, 
Stormovik tank-busters and dive- 
bombers on specific targets inside 
Budapest.

Chief Ellis said traffic police- 
men will also be instructed to en- 
force rigidly the anti-traffic or- 
dinances., 

“I tried to start enforcement a 
few days before Christmas,” he 
said, “but traffic conditions be- 
came so congested it was necessary 
to direct all policemen to keep the 
traffic flowing. Now there is not 
such a congestion, and policemen 
in the downtown area can give 
more attention to the jaywalkers.” 

Chief Ellis said members of the 
Junior Chamber will don old 
clothing, report at police headquar- 
ters one night each week, obtain 
a bucket of paint and a brush and 
repaint all the cross walks and 
yellow curbs in the downtown 
area. 

“They are doing this solely be- 
cause they are alarmed over the 
number of pedestrians killed in

ON TEST FLIGHT 

The story, related by Steve 
Fitzgerald, director of public re» 
lations for Bell Aircraft, is: 

Farly Friday afternoon, Wol- 
la’.s was engaged in a test fight 
of a new type plane which Bell is 
producing. While flying about 15,- 
000 feet high near Lockport, which 
is six miles fram the Niagara 
Falls airport, trouble developed 
and Wollams decided to bail out. 

In escaping from ‘the plane, Wol- 
lams received a bad cut on the 
head and, as his parachute snap- 
ped open, lost his flying boots and 
shoes. He landed in a deep snow- 
ar**s 

Barefooted, Wollams went to a 
near-by farmhouse for relief. Find- 
ing nobody at home, he went on a 
quarter of a mile further to an- 
other farmhouse. There again he 
found the place deserted. Still 
barefooted, he continued to walk 
and a mile and’ a half~away he 
found a farmhouse with a tele 
phone. By this time his feet were 
frozen and he got in touch by tele- 
phone with the home office. 

On account of the deep snows, 
rescue in the normal way was ob- 
viously impossible. So the Bell 
people decided to try out their 
new helicopter, another type of 
plane on which they are experi- 
menting. Obtaining a pilot, they 
sent out Dr. Thomas Marriott, 
company physician, for relief and 
rescue, About 3 p. m., the helli- 
copter dropped in the front yard 
of the farmhouse. 
AMBULANCE SENT IN 

Dr. Marriott gave first aid to 
Wollams and then notified the 
company that his condition was 
too serious to try to take him 
away in the helicopter. The com- 
pany then obtained the use of a 
snow plow, cleared the road and 
sent in an ambulance to remove 
Wollams., 

“It’s certainly the first time that 
one of our helicopters has been 
used for rescue work,” comment- 
ed Fitzgerald, “and I believe it’s 
the first time it’s ever been done.” 

The pilot who flew the helicop- 
ter was Floyd’ Carlson who is reg- 
ularly engaged at work on Bell’s 
helicopter project. 

Fitzgerald said that Wollams’ in- 
juries, while painful, would per- 
mit him to leave the hospital for 
his home in a day or two.

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PRISON PROGRESSING 


Georgia's Reform Plan 
Works, Hammack Says 


By M. L. ST. JOHN. 

After rough sledding with incorrigible prisoners during the early 
months of the reform program, and despite wartime difficulties in 
obtaining materials and personnel, the penal reform program has 
enjoyed material progress in every phase of penal administration 
throughout the state—both at Tattnall and in the public works 
camps—Director of Corrections Frank Hammack said in a report for 
submission to the legislature and Gov. Arnall. 


Hammack painted a rosy pic- 


ture of prison conditions today 
as compared with horrible condi- 
tions that prevailed before the 
reform program was inaugurated 
by the 1943 legislature in special 
session. 

He lists recommendations for 
the future, stressing the need for 
better medical facilities, and for 
removal of juvenile prisoners from 
Tattnall. The reform program still 
has a long way to go, but the 
foundation has been well laid, 
Hammack said. 

Progress is shown in farm oper- 
ations and industrialization at 
Tattnall by the report, giving 
prisoners rehabilitation trainimg 
in addition to providing much of 
the foodstuffs and material need- 
ed at the state prison. 


HERD BOUGHT 

Purchase of a purebred Jersey 
dairy herd at a considerable sum 
of money, which aroused critl- 
cism in some quarters, has paid 
off well as an investment, Ham- 
mack observed. Thirty-seven 
calves, valued at from $200 to 
$600 each, have been born from 
this herd. This gave the prison 
a net increase of $13,000 in live- 
stock valuation from its invest- 
ment of $27,350, he said. 

The greatest scar on the penal 
reform program was the trouble 
‘eaused by incorrigible prisoners 
gathered from over the state and 
sent to Tattralh early last year. 
And while the state prison was 
bothered with fighting and de- 
struction of property by these per- 
sons, public work camps in var- 
jous counties were. doing much 
shooting to halt escapes. 

MANY INCORRIGIBLES 

“Prison morale has been a fac- 
tor of serious moment during the 
transition period,’ the report con- 
tinued. “All the worst type crim- 
inals Georgia had were transfer- 
red to the male prison at Tatt- 
nall. These men had, for the most 
part, long criminal records, and 
escapes to their credit and were 
rightly regarded as incorrigibles 
of the worst order. Having been 
worked with picks and manacled 
in their cells, it was no eaay task 
to make these men conform to 
new practices. They took advan- 
tage of the sane efforts which 
were being made to make the lot 
of prisoners in Georgia more hu- 
mane. They destroyed prison 

roperty; they abused every privi- 
ege granted and kept the prison 
in a perpetual state of tension. 

“This went on through the first 
few months, and not until October 
could any actual progress be 
noted in this phase of the pro- 
gram. Gradualiy men were train- 
ed in proper custodial practices 
for the handling of these vicious 
criminals, and now we have re- 
duced to a minimum the’ trouble 
within the prison itself. 

“While the locks were not suf- 
ficient to hold these dangerous 
men, while cell blocks were in- 


secure, fighting and stabbing were 


everyday occurrances—those days 
have passed,” Hammack declared. 


SHOW APPRECIATION 

Hammack said the better pris- 
oners have shown their apprecia- 
tion for the new program by co- 
operating with prison officials. 
Good food, clean clothing, and 
segregatign of the worst criminals 
to one &fea of the prison has 
brought a healthy change in the 
morale of the prison. Youthful 
offenders have been placed in 
work details and housed in sep- 
arate dormitories in an effort to 
prevent their association with 
older and more hardened crim- 
inals. The insane, the syphilitic, 
the tubercular and the mentally 
deficient have been segregated, 
and this has improved the prison 
morale, 

This morale building program 
is working on many notorious 
prisoners, Hammack reported. 
Men who formerly were notorious 
in Georgia’s criminal history are 
today model prisoners, and are 
working steadily to demonstrate 
the sincerity of their reformation. 


REFORM PROGRESS SLOW 

Progress in prison reform has 
been slow in the county public 
works camps, due to wartime re- 
strictiong on materials and person- 
nel, Hammack said, but “many 
basic and apparent improvements 
have been instituted and progress 
is being effected from month to 
menth.” Wardens and county com- 
missioners generally are co-oper- 
ating with the Department of Cor- 
rections to improve prison condi- 
tions. 

Cruelty to prisoners, such as ex: 
isted in 1943, has been eliminated, 
Hammack reported. Leg irons and 
stripes and whippings are gone. 
Prisoners are getting better food 
and housing. In all camps there 
has been a marked impetus to re- 
pair buildings, construct needed 
annexes, and paint up and clean 
up existing facilities. Many coun- 
ties are ready to construct new 
fireproof buildings to replace pres- 
ent wooden structures as soon as 
materials are available at a cost 
not prohibitive. 

Banks, Jackson, Washington, 
and Bulloch counties, which have 
had cage camps, are now building 
new public works buildings, the 
report said. In addition, Cobb 
county has just dedicated a well- 
equipped structure for prisoners. 


CAMPS ABOLISHED 

__Three camps have been abol- 
ished during the past six months, 
the director pointed out. Bleckley 
county, which operated a cage 
camp, decided to give up its pris- 
oners rather than construct a 
modern facility for housing pris- 
oners. Wilcox county gave up its 
prisoners because of difficulties 
in managing the camp under war- 
time conditions, Hammack with- 
drew prisoners from the Monroe 
county camp, following his inves-

BOSTON, Jan. 6.—(UP)—John 
K. Collins, chief of the War Man- 
power Commission's placement bu- 
reau at Washington, announced 
tonight that, effective Monday, the 
nation’s employers in nonessential 
industries will be requested—then 
forced—to give up their workers 
to top priority industries. 

Any employer who refuses to 
comply with the new WMC order 
will be referred “for action” to 
the War Production Board, Col- 
lins said. However, he said he 
hoped this would not be necessary 
and that employers voluntarily 
would comply with the program. 

He said thes WMC would take 
the following steps: 

1. Make a nation-wide manpow- 
er inventory. 

2. Let community businessmen 
know what the manpower need is. | 

3. Ask, and, if necessary, force 
employers to surrender their help. 

Collins said the order stemmed 
from a lag in munitions produc-

“War Mobilization Director 
James F. Byrnes authorized the 
local War Manpower Commission 
to take action.

“National welfare demands 
strict interpretation of the provi- 
sions of the act that no deferment 
shall continue when the reason for 
the deferment ceases to exist.” 

Local boards were instructed to 
classify as 1-A, 1-A-O, or 4-E any 
class-2 registrant who voluntarily 
leaves the employment for which 
he was deferred, unless it has 
been determined in advance that 
the change is in the best interest 
of the war effort or that there are 
adequate personal or family rea- 
sons justifying the transfer. 

The provisions were not made 
binding upon veterans honorably 
discharged from the Army or 
Navy, and provision was made for 
other registrants whose job trans- 
fer could be justified for special 
reasons. 

The local boards were insructed 
they could accept a United States 
Employment Service referral card 
as evidence that a job switch 
would be in the interest of the 
war effort. 

Selective Service estimated there 
were approximately 4,256,000 reg- 
istrants in classes 2-A and 2-B, 
and about 847,000 persons in 
classes 2-AL, 2-AF, 2-BL and 2-BF. 

It was understood that draft 
boards would not. be required to 
fill these special quotas if “‘job- 
skippers” were not available; in 
other words, if the action pro- 
duces the desired deterrent effect, 
few men will be inducted under 
it. 

It also was disclosed unofficial- 
ly that the Army would not take 
men with defects which obviously 
disqualify them for any form of 
military service. 

The men inducted under to- 
night’s order presumably would 
be assigned to work battalions and 
other tasks for which they are 
deemed fitted, although the order 
did not say.

His proposal to modify business 
taxes to encourage enterprise and 
| employment after the war in 
Europe ends is exactly what con- 
gressional tax experts have been 
working on for months. 

The President’s call for postwar 
universal military training met 
some skepticism as well as sup- 
port. 

Senator Fulbright, Democrat, 
Arkansas, questioned whether na- 
tional service legislation could ke 
enacted now. 

“I wish we had had it in the 
beginning,” he added. 

On compulsory peacetime mili- 
tary training, the Arkansan com- 
mented: “I’m getting a lot of let- 
ters from church people and oth- 
ers opposing it.” 

RUSSELL EXPRESSES VIEW 

Senator Russell, Democrat, Geor- 
giia, said he thought the Presi- 
dent’s suggestion for national serv 
ice legislation was “three years 
late but better late than never.” 
He said he regarded the drafting 
of nurses as a part of the universal 
service proposal and hoped that 
some overall manpower control 
could be enacted so that the or- 
dered cut in farm deferments 
would not strip agricultural sec- 
tions of workers.

The need is too 
pressing to await the outcome of 
further efforts at recruiting.” 


“In the future world, the mis- 
use of power, as implied in the 
term of ‘power politics,’ must not 
be a controlling factor in interna- 
tional relations. That is the heart 
of the principles to which we have 
subscribed.” 


“In our disillusionment after the 
last war, we preferred interna- 
tional anarchy to international co- 
operation with nations which did 
not see and think exactly as we 
did. We gave up the hope of grad- 
ually achieving a better peace be- 
cause we had not the courage to 
fulfill our responsibilities in an 
admittedly imperfect world.

to the peoples who have been lib- 
erated from Facvist tyranny.” 

He restated the United Nations’ 
principle that al: peoples must be 
permitted to.cho se their own 
form of government, but warned: 

“We must not permit any spe- 
cific and immediate problems of 
adjustment connected with the 
liberation of Europe to delay the 
establishment of pe "manent ma- 
chinery for the maintenance of 
peace.” 

Declaring that the nations unit- 
ed for war must re ain united 
for peace, he added: 

“The arouséd conscience of hu- 
manity will not permit failure in 
this supreme endeavor.” 
UNCONDITI NAL SURAENDER 

The President declared that a 
“peoples’ peace” was the United 
Nations’ goal, and _ restated the 
Allies’ policy of unconditional 
surrender of Germany and Japan. 
Warning that victory would be 
merely the beginning of the strug- 
gle to ensure peace, he said: 

“The unconditional surrender 
of the armies of our enemies is 
the first and necessary step—but 
the first step only.” 

Mr. Roosevelt said 1944 pro- 
duced many victories resulting in 
the final deployment of Allied 
forces against the enemy. Defend- 
ing the Allied policy of under- 
taking to defeat Germany first, he 
said that nevertheless we have 
managed to push the Japanese 
enemy back 3,000 miles in the 
central Pacific. 
1945’°S PROMISES 

Looking to the new year, he said 
that 1945 can: 

“Be the greatest year of achieve- 
ment in human history.” 

“See the final ending of the 
Nazi-Fascist reign of terror in Eu- 
rope.” 

“See the closing in of the forces 
of retribution about the center of 
the malignant power of imperial- 
istic Japan.” 

“And must see the substantial 
beginning of the organization of 
world peace.” 

He said the Allies are making 
history and added: “I hope it will 
be better history than ever has 
been made before.” 

In asking for a universal serv- 
ice law “at the earliest possible 
moment,” the President told con- 
gress that increased demands from 
the fighting fronts had forced the 
Army service forces to increase 
estimates of required production 
by 10 per cent in October, 1944, 
and by another 10 per cent in No- 
vember. And requirements for 
1945, he added, had to be increas- 
red by yet another 10 per cent. 
NO RESERVATIONS 

In his message a year ago, the 
President asked congress for na- 
tional service legislation with the 
qualification that other requested 
legislation be passed at the same 
time. No service law was enacted. 
This time he made no reservations. 

“T now again call upon the con- 
gress to enact this measure for the 


total mobilization of all our hu-

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of the war,” he said, adding that 
before the issue could be raised 
that “it is not too late.” 

“The closer we come to the end 
of the war,” he asserted, “the 
more pressing becomes the need

1. “Assure that we have the 
right numbers of workers in the 
right places at the right times.”

3. “Be the final, unequivocal 
answer to the hopes of the Nazis 
and the Japanese that we may be- 
come half-hearted about this war 
and that they can get from us a 
negotiated peace.” 


TO SAFEGUARD WORKERS 


Mr. Roosevelt promised, how- 
ever, that national service “would 
be used only to the extent abso- 
lutely required by military neces- 
sities.” It would safeguard work- 
ers against loss of retirement and 
seniority rights and benefits. It 
“would not mean reduction in 
wages.” 

He presented a joint letter, 
dated Jan. 3, from Secretary of 
War Henry L. Stimson and Secre- 
tary of Navy James Forestal, 
who said that without national 
service ‘‘we shall not keep our pro- 
duction abreast of the swiftly 
changing needs of war.” 

Stimson and Forrestal said it 
was their “considered judgment,” 
supported by Gen. George C. Mar- 
shall, Army chief of staff, and 
Adm. Ernest J. King, commander 
in chief of the U. S. Fleet, that 
victory requires ‘‘total mobilization 
of our manpower by the passage 
of a national war service law.” 

Only national service, they said, 
“will give complete assurance that 
the need for war equipment will 
be filled.” 

Pending congressional action on 
the broader aspects of national 
service, the President asked im- 
mediate passage of legislation 
“which will be effective in using 
the services” of 4-Fs. 

Mr. Roosevelt said he asked for 
induction of nurses into the armed 
forces because ‘“‘volunteering has 
not produced the number of nurses 
required”—despite estimates by 
the War Manpower Commission 
that 27,000 of the 280,000 civilian 
registered nurses could enter the 
service without. interfering “too 
seriously” with civilian nursing 
needs. 

“The need,” the President said, 
“is too pressing to await thé out- 
come of further efforts at recruit- 
ing.” 

NEW SERVICE MESSAGE 

On the subject of universal mil- 
itary training after the war, the 
President said he would send a 
special subject to congress later. 


His forthright demand for mili- 


tary training was a departure 
from his past utterances on peace- 
time training for youth. Previously 
he has avoided the word “mili- 
tary” and has stressed “training”, 
suggesting that there were other 
kinds as important as military 
training.

Lord Beaverbrook’s Sunday Ex- 
‘press, printing the President’s mes- 
sage on the front page and the 
text inside, declared editorially 
that it “laid down firmly the vital 
principle of winning both the war 
and the peace.” 


Grim FDR Warning 


Seen by Germany 


LONDON, Jan. 6.—(4#)—In the 
first German reaction to President 
Roosevelt’s message to congress, 
the Berlin radio tonight said “one 
thing is obvious; the Allies are 
united in their aim to break Ger- 
many’s spine and with it the spine 
of Europe.” 

The broadcast, quoting the Ger- 
man DNB agency, said, “Im- 
portant problems of peace and re- 
construction were not mentioned 
by the President.” 

The German broadcast said 
“The main impression from Pres- 
ident Roosevelt’s message to con- 
gress is that he tries hard to mini- 
mize Allied disunity about meth- 
ods of warfare and war aims.” 

The broadcast said the political 
questions of Poland and Greece 
were dealt with in phrases “ex- 
pressing nothing and a mention of 
a likely later realization of the 
Atlantic Charter.” It asserted that 
exiled governments who put their 
hopes in the charter “will be dis- 
appointed.” 

It added that “Berlin is very, in- 
terested about the expression in 
the President’s speech that every- 


ments, “the government should 
recognize its responsibility for 
sharing part of any special or ab- 
normal risk of loss.”

5. Revision of the tax system to 
ease ok remove the burden on con- 
sumption and to encourage capital 
to invest in new job-providing en- 
terprises. 

6. An expanded social security 
program and adequate health and 
education programs, 

Mr. Roosevelt referred briefly 
to charges made in the last 
presidential campaign concerning 
“strife” between the executive and 
legislative branches. He admitted 
there had been disagreements but 
added: 

“I think that the overall record 
in this respect is eloquent; the gov- 
ernment of the United States of 
America—all branches of it—has 
a good record of acheivement in 
this war. The congress, the execu- 
tive, and the judiciary have work- 
ed together for the common good.” 

Expressing pleasure in his rela- 
tionships with veteran congress- 
men and the hope of meeting new 
members soon, the President said: 

“We have a great many prob- 
lems ahead of us and we must 
approach them with realism and 
courage.”

In the year that has elapsed be- 
tween the two Yuletides several 
changes have taken place. During 
that time, Vincent, who was pilot 
of a P-51 Mustang, acquired two 
silver bars, piled up a record of 
76 combat missions and won the 
Air Medal with 14 Oak Leaf Clus- 
ters. He has also been recommend- 
ed for the Distinguished Flying 
Cross. ¥ 

Vincent’s squadron, called 
“Peck’s Bad Boys” after the com- 
mander, Col. Peck, belonged to a 
tactical reconnaissance unit, whose 
job consisted of taking pictures, 
reporting on enemy movements 
and any little job that presented 
itself. Although the tactical recon- 
naissance flyer was not supposed 
to fire on an enemy plane except 
in self-defense, Vincent’s group 
had more kills to its credit the 
first two weeks after D-Day than 
any other group in that theater. 

“We worked in complete co-op- 
eration with the ground forces and 
s0 we moved into France right 
away and kept moving right up. 
with the front lines. Whenever we 
could help out the ground forces 
we would. Once some GIs were 
caught between two concentra- 
tions of German camouflaged 
tanks and ‘they radioed up to me 
to spot the tanks from the air, 
as they couldn’t be distinguished 
from the ground. So I knocked 
them out.”

“The Fulton county public works department will not be included 
in the county civil service system by county legislators unless 51 per 
cent of the employes agree to it,” according to Paul S. Etheridge Jr., 
Fulton county member of the house of representatives. 


“The department, which em- 
ploys 384 persons and is the 
county’s most expensive depart- 
ment, is not going to have civil 
service pushed onto them against 
their will,” Etheridge told The 
Constitution last night. 

Attending a meeting of thé leg- 
islative committee of the county 
employes’ union, Local No. 315, 
Etheridge pledged his vote against 
the inclusion of that department in 
the civil service bill unless the 
employes agreed. 


ETHERIDGE’S STATEMENT 


“I feel sure that when members 
of the public works department 
learn the facts about civil service, 
they will want it,” Etheridge said. 
“I beliete civil service is to the 
best interest of all employes and 
citizens generally and the public 
works needs civil service more 
than any other county depart- 
ment.” 


Etheridge said the Fulton coun- 
ty delegation plans to introduce 
e bill in the general assembly to 
prevent controversies such as the 
present one between Sheriff A. B. 
Foster and T. Ralph Grimes, He 
said they intend to clear all doubt 
@s to whether Grimes should re- 
vert to the chief deputy’s office.

Dr. W. H. Faust, superintendent 
of evangelism for the Georgia, 
Baptist convention, gives a state- | 
ment as to the status of Baptists 
in the state of Georgia as of today.

Georgia Baptist women in their 
missionary union have 2,993 local 
societies with a total membership 
of 54,344. Taking part in the 
ministers’ retirement plan 1,221 
churches are listed, ; 

Final figures regarding finances 
for the year have not yet been 
announced. Under the lead of Dr, 
James W. Merritt, executive secre- 
tary-treasurer, Georgia Baptists 
during the year waged a great 
campaign to pay off in full all in- 
debtedness on their state institu- 
tions in addition to carrying on 
their regular program of denomi- 
national work. 


Coming nionths are to be de- 
voted to preparations for observ- 
ing the centennial of the Southern 
Baptist convention, to be held 
here in Atlanta in May. 


METHODIST ENTHUSIASM 

Reports coming direct to me 
from Chicago headquarters of the 
Methodist crusade for Christ 
launched on Dec, 1 say that re- 
ports from various sections of the 
crusade’s progress “are astound- 
ing.”

County Board 
Takes Sides 
With Grimes 


Announces It Will 
Recognize No Other 
Chief Deputy 


By CHRISTINE JONES. 


More fuel has been thrown onto 
the political fire, which was start- 
ed when Sheriff A. B. “Bud” Fos- 
ter announced that Ralph Grimes, 
former acting sheriff, would not 
be appointed as his chief deputy. 

This time the board of commis- 
sions shoveled on the coal. The 
commissioners, in a letter to the 
county civil service board, say 
they will not recognize any chief 
deputy sheriff but Grimes. 

Although the civil service board 
notified Foster that Grimes re- 
tained his status as~chief deputy 
in the civil service classified sys- 
tem, Foster still said ‘“‘no.” 

Legislative action to prevent re- 
currence of such a controversy as 
that between Grimes and Foster 
was promised last night by Paul S. 
Etheridge Jr., Fulton county mem- 
ber of the legislature. 

FOSTER’S CONTENTION 

Foster claims that Grimes, who 
became temporary sheriff when J. 
M. Mount died in April, gave up 
his protected job as chief deputy 
when he took the oath as sheriff. 

Grimes is still reporting to work 
every morning, but can only twid- 
die his thumbs all day long since 
Foster refuses to turn over .the 
chief deputy’s work to him. 

The new sheriff has refused to 
announce any man for the contest- 
ed job until “things are straight- 
ened out.” The political grapevine 
says, however, that Foster has of- 
fered the job to seven men in 
the sheriff's office but has found 
no takers. 

ONE EXPLANATION 

“They are afraid to/take the 
job,” is the way one observer ex- 
plained it. 


“If they take the job and are, , 


refused by the civil service board, 
they would be out of a job, with 
their former civil service position 
gone,” he said. 

The observers are sure of one 
thing—Sheriff Foster would like 
to give the job to Ralph Aldridge, 
brother of the late Sheriff Mott 
Aldridge. 

Several of the old-time court- 
house politicians have turned back 
the pages of county political his- 
tory to find the reason for the 
dispute. They explain that Foster 
was chagrined when Sheriff Mount 
appointed Grimes chief deputy, a 
ob that the new sheriff wanted. 

LECTION LINEUP 

When election year _ rolled 
ground, Foster announced his can- 
didacy for sheriff against Mount. 
The sheriff's ticket, united under 
Aldridge, was split. However, aft- 
er Mount’s death and elimination 
from the race, the deputies sup- 
ported Foster almost unanimously. 

Grimes himself never named his 
candidate for sheriff and refused 
to give support to any of the three 
men in the race. 

Foster has some sympathizers, 
but the majority of the county’s 
politicians have expressed them-

SUBSTITUTE FOR SERKIN . 


~ Uninsky, Russian Pianist, 
In Recital Here Tuesday 


. By MARGUERITE BARTHOLOMEW. 

Like a bolt out of the blue on Wednesday came the disconcerting 
message from Rudolf Serkin’s manager that the pianist; owing to 
illness, would not be able to appear for his scheduled recital Tuesday 
night on the All-Star Concert Series at the auditorium. This is 
Serkin's third cancellation—surely a strange vagary of fate. 


But Manager Marvin McDon- 
ald, who happened, fortunately, to 
be in New York in this crisis, 
promptly made other arrange- 
ments, which should prove emi- 
nently satisfactory. 

Alexander Uninsky, Russian pi- 
anist, who made his New York 
debut at Carnegie Hall last Feb- 
ruary, will substitute for Serkin. 


Born in the ancient city of Kief, 
Feb. 2, 1910, Uninsky received his 
early musical training at the 
Kief Conservatory. At the age 
of 13, he was taken to Paris to 
continue his studies at the Paris 
Conservatoire, from which time- 
honored institution he graduated 
with highest honors four years 
later. 

In 1932, he won the “Interna: 
tional Chopin Concourse,” LEu- 
rope’s outstanding competition. He 
concertized widely on the conti- 
nent and wes touring in the Far 
East when the war clouds gath- 
ered ominously over Europe. Re- 
turning to Paris, he remained 
there until the approach of the 
Nazi forces, when he joined the 
refugee exodus, finally reaching 
Spain. He sailed for South Amer- 
ica, where fresh laurels awaite? 
him, and after a triumphal tour 
of the southern continent he reach- 
ed his ultimate goal—New York. 


His success was. instantaneous 
and by virtue of his outstanding 
gifts as brilliant virtuoso, he has 
speedily won title to a prominent 
place among first-ranking pianists 
today. 

This season he is making his 
second transcontinental tour. He 
has had orchestral.appearances un- 
der such noted conductors as 
Mengelberg, Mitropoulos, Kleiber, 
Wolff, Parkay, Defaux and Mon- 
teux.

A program of American music 
was given Wednesday evening at 
the Woman’s Club auditorium un- 
der the direction of Martha Galt, 
lecturer and pianist, as third at- 
traction on the Local.

But since 1920 there has been a 
violent reaction. A new movement 
was born after World War I that 
broke with tradition and sought 
new means of expression. 

Miss Galt cited the struggles of 
American composers to obtain rec- 
ognition and the difficulties they 
encountered in finding publishers 
for their works. She quoted from 
eminent authorities, like Ernest 
Newman, Aaron Copland and Mar: 
ian Bauer in explaining the prin- 
ciples and objectives of the mod- 
ern trend. * 
TURNS TO PIANO 

At the close of her interesting 
discussion, Miss Galt turned to the 
piano and played a group of se- 
lections by outstanding American 
composers with taste and techni- 
cal fluency. 

In the first, “Tides of Manaun- 
aun,” by Henry Cowell, she dis- 
Played admirable facility in pro- 
ducing the famous “tone clusters” 
by means of forearm ane fist. ‘‘Le 
Chat et la Souris,” Scherzo Hu- 
moristique, by Aaron Copland, 
was piquantly staccato in style 
and delivered with crisp clarity 
and ironic humor. “Scherzo” by 
Charles Griffes, proved most ar- 
resting of the three in form, har- 
monic coloring and thematic inter- 
est. 

Responding to warm applause, 
Miss Galt played Percy Grain- 
ger’s transcription of Gershwin’s 
popular song hit, “The Man I 

ve.” 

Graciously stepping into the 
breach, in the absence of Haskell 
Boyter, who was forced to cancel 
because of illness, Helen Ardell 
McGee, soprano, and Sgt. Warl 
Prince, baritone, substituted with 
two groups of songs.

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Confidence in the Legislators 


The regular biennial session of the 
Georgia legislature gets under way to- 
morrow. 


It will be, from all indications, a har- 
monious session and a momehtous one. 


Certainly it has every reason to be well 
pleased with the condition in which it finds 
the state’s affairs: Two years after his 
inauguration, Gov. Arnall’s record is one 
in which all Georgians take justifiable 
pride. Efficiency and economy are the 
watchwords of the current administration 
and so well. have these sound principles 
been adhered to that the halfway mark of 
his four-year term finds Gov. Arnall’s 
campaign pledge—to restore democracy, 
redeem the state’s reputation, and pay off 
all its obligations—well-nigh fulfillment. 


There is, in short, no reason why the 
relationship between the legislative and 
executive branches of the government 
should not prove even more harmonious 
than two years ago, when there were 
skeptics and die-hards in both houses. 


As for the main job with which the 


general assembly is faced—the considera- 


tion of proposed revisions in the state’s 
archaic constitution—there is every indi- 
cation that its members approach their 
task with a full realization of its far- 
reaching importance. 


It was, it will be remembered, the last 
legislature which initiated action on the 
long-agreed need for the modernization of 
the state’s ofi-amended organic law. Our 
constitutioh, in the course of many dec- 
ades, had become a patchwork affair, out- 
moded and—in many instances — am- 
biguous. 


The 1943 legislature set about to rem- 


edy this condition in an extremely in- 
telligent manner. It authorized appoint- 
ment, by the Governor, of a special com- 
mittee to study the needs and submit a 
proposed redraft to the 1945 assembly. On 
that committee were: the Governor, the 
speaker of the house, the president of the 
senate, the state auditor, the attorney gen- 


Mr. Roosevelt Answers 


There will be general gratification over 
the President’s biennial message to con- 
gress on the State of the Union. 


Most especially does the home-front 
welcome his comprehensive and reassur- 
ing analysis of the nation’s military situa- 
tion. It provides a thorough yet succinct 
stating of the progress we have made and 
while it by no means minimizes the amount 
of war which remains to be fought, there 
is a definite undercurrent of confidence 
in inevitable victory. 


As for the President’s domestic pro- 
gram, Mr. Roosevelt’s recommendations— 
particularly his call for national service 
legislation and peacetime compulsory mil- 
itary training—reflect the nation’s re- 
newed determination and will meet with 
general public favor. 


It is, in fact, only in the field of foreign 
policy that one detects the slightest note 
of uncertainty in all the President’s excel- 
lent message. Mr. Roosevelt’s admitted 
concern over the Polish and Greek situa- 
tions is shared by every thoughtful Ameri- 
can. And while there is considerable basis

eral, five representatives, three senators, 
three lawyers, three laymen, and four 
judges, 


The committee, as appointed, repre- 
sented the state’s most capable and quali- 
fied citizenry. They spent many months 
of study and research. They consulted 
recognized authorities in the field of con- 
stitutional law. They engaged in numer- 
ous discussions and debates. 


Out of their work has come a com- 
mendable draft of concrete proposals. 
Their recommendations, if passed by the 
legislature and ratified by the people, will 


. provide Georgia with the basis for good 


and progressive government for many 
years to come. Their proposals include, 
among other things, three reforms long 
overdue in Georgia: 


1. Home Rule. 

2. A Merit System for State Employes. 
3. A Constitutional Prison Board. 
These latter provisions were adopted 


only after considerable delay when it was 
irrefutably demonstrated that’the people 


- would not accept any new constitution in 


which they were not included. 


For the next 70 days the general as- 
sembly will spend much of its time going 
over the commission’s submitted pro- 
Undoubtedly there will be re- 
visions. And most certainly if—in the 
considered judgment of the majority— 
such revisions are indicated, the legisla- 
tors will be upheld in making them. 


The people of Georgia have confidence 
in the men who convene here on the 
morrow. We have confidence in their in- 
tellectual honesty and in their heartfelt 
desire to give their constituents what they 
want. We have confidence also that the 
proposed constitution is a good one which 


_ they will find meriting their support. 


It is a momentous job which they must 
do in the next 70 days but we have every 
confidence that the finished product will 
be a constitution to which public and press 
can give their unqualified support. 


Many Questions 


for the President’s warning against “per- 
fectionism” in judging international poli- 
tics, the fact remains that present condi- 
tions in some of the recently “liberated” 
countries are hardly reconcilable with the 
ideals of the Atlantic Charter whose prin- 
ciples the President promised “to secure 
in so far as is humanly possible.” 


There is, of course, no mistaking where 
this nation stands on such questions. Mr. 
Roosevelt made that crystal clear to friend 
and foe alike with his declaration “We 


have not shrunk from the military respon- 
sibilities brought on by this war. 


We 
cannot and will not shrink from the po- 


litical responsibilities which follow in the 


wake of battle.” 


Further clarification of over-all United 


Nations’ policy will doubtless be forthcom- 
ing in the immediate future when Messrs, 


Roosevelt, Churchill and Stalin get to- 


gether at an unannounced spot. 


Meanwhile Mr. Roosevelt’s message to 
congress will serve to answer many, many 
questions which have needed official 


settling.

After All These Years 
The Best Ones Meet 


This is a piece about newspaper comics— 
et: ae About Dick Tracy and The Lone Ranger; Terry 
"ae and The Pirates and Blondie; Barney Google and 
Snuffy Smith and Orphan Annie; The Gumps and Bringing Up 
Father; Gasoline Alley and Blondie; Moon Mullins and Skippy— 
to mention just a few. 

Specifically, this is a discussion of today’s Constitution comic 
section. In all sincerity I can say it is not written simply as a 
“plug” for the greatest comics in the world, admittedly, but as a 
serious discussion of newspaper comics. 

What I want to write about is not so much a newspaperman’s 
dream, but a newspaper reader's dream. 

For more than a generation it has been an accepted fact that 
the two greatest offerings of comics were by The Chicago Tribune 
Syndicate and King Features. ‘ 

Almost never are they offered together. 

They are so offered today in The Constitution’s comic section— 
the best of King Features as published in “Puck’s Comic Weekly” 
plus the great array of comics dear to the hearts of Constitution 
readers for so many years—those of the Tribune syndicate. 

This publication today offers something rare in American news- 
paper history—and it is pleasant to say that next Sunday there will 
be two more pages than today and these two additional pages will 
be a regular addition thereafter. This is done, let me hasten to add, 
without the use of any more newsprint than heretofore employed. 
Nor will there be any loss of newsprint devoted to the news. This 
feature, unique in newspaper history, has been achieved by careful 
selection and planning—your old familiar favorites plus those of 
the Puck Comic Weekly. 


Solution It is with pleasure one may contemplate the meeting 
of all these characters. Frankly, I welcome them with 
some relief. 

Now and then one of the desperate characters run to earth by 
Dick Tracy escapes, temporarily of course, and flees to the west. 
I recall, I think, that the infamous villains, the little dWarf and big 
“Mama,” fled to the west and a dude ranch. It was a lot of trouble 
for Dick Tracy to bring them to justice, there being extradition 
problems and such to consider. Now, it will be a lot more simple. 
He can get the Lone Ranger on the telephone and inform him that 
the vipers are in his, the Ranger’s, territory. 

I feared for a while that the nice Blondie and Dagwood Sunday 
family might be embarrassed being close to the boarding house 
conducted by her Ladyship, wife of Lord Plushbottom, where Moon 
Mullins and Kayo reside. But then, that couldn’t be, because for 
poole Dagwood family has been living next door to Jiggs and 

aggie. 

I rather think that Skippy, whose soliloquies are at times really 
magnificent, may have a wholesome influence on Little Orphan 
Annie, whose language is expressive, but unimaginative. 

There are others, of course, but I think they will all get along 
well and make one happy family of comics which, in turn, will make 


a lot of families happy. 

“Comics There is more to a good comic section than meets the 
eye. There are good ones and bad ones, of course. 

The good ones, with millions of readers, exert a tremendous in- 

fluence in our national life. 

There are comics, I am sure, which exert an influence not to be 
desired. The thoughtful newspaper does not run them. The in- 
fluence of the tested comics, those accepted and loved by the 
American people, is a wholesome one. 

There are alarmists who will deny this, but I think I can prove 
it. They are, to this day and generation, what the “Wild West” 
and Dick Merriwell stories were to the past two generations. Those 
books, for some inexplicable reason, had to be read behind barns 
and in haylofts. 

In truth, of course, they all exerted a wholesome influence. 
The hero, who was without exception a model youth of clean habits 
and spotless character, always conquered evil in the form of the 
villain. Drink, gambling, and accessory habits were shown up as 
leading straight to ruin, 

The comics really are no longer comics as they were in the 
early Mutt and Jeff, Happy Hooligan, “Yellow Kid” days. Those 
were the “Biff! Bang! Bong!’? comics when the final drawing saw 
someone hit with a club or kicked with a mule. 

Today they have become continuity stories. Some of them, 
Terry and the Pirates, for instance, present as fine a story of 
romantic adventure as could be found in books. Now and then its 
story stands up as literature. Dick Tracy teaches that crime never 
pays. His villains are never attractive persons, but always present 
an evil vissage to emphasize their perfidy. 

The comic artists are aware of their power and they do not 
abuse it... the good ones don’t. Well, all I started out to do was 
to comment on the journalistic news in the comic world—that 
seldom-seen combination of the world’s admittedly best comics in 
one section ... today in your Constitution—with more coming for 
next Sunday.

Her hose 
will be cotton unless she has saved a pair of the silk ones we sent 
her. The baby will be wearing the knitted garments Jean has 
knitted from the wool yarn we sent. All we want to see at her 
journey’s end is a trustful look on her face and a sweet smile in 
her eyes. 

“Her baby, our unseen granddaughter, is already enrolled in 
the Cradle Roll at our church and our minister has written Jean 
a fine letter of welcome. 

“Flossie, our general factotum of the household, has been told 
that one of her duties will be to nurse the baby while I show Jean 
around Decatur and Atlanta. 

“‘Lawsy, Mrs. Jones,” said Flossie, ‘that English lady won't 
trust me with no young ’un of hers.’ 

“I told her the baby would be just as my other four little grand- 
daughters she has nursed and loved whenever they have been under 
our roof and I am sure Jean wil! feel just like my ofher daughters.

The Santa Claus bandit wanted 
money and jewelry, so with the 
sacred shibboleth, “Merry Xmas” 
on his lips, he robbed parents and 
children. There is another ‘bandit, 
not unlike him, who wants an 
easy well paying office.

sentiments into selfish advantage, 
as he plies his trade of political 
banditry.

Mr. Culpepper undoubtedly will accept the challenge of non- 
partisan consideration of the revised constitution, even as he did 
as a member of the redrafting commission.

It will be interesting 
to watch the progress of his committee as it tackles home rule, 
prison reform, and merit system.

Concerning 
The Negro 


NEW YORK — Julius Adams, 
the associate editor of the Am- 
sterdam News, of New York, one 
of the Negro journalists who went 
trooping with Gov. Dewey last 
September, has been trying to sell 
me out in friendly letters to his 
audience of Negro readers. 


; It appears’ that somehow some, 
if not most of them have had an 
impression that these dispatches 
at some time expressed an un- 
friendly attitude toward their 
race, which, of course, is non- 
sense and probably the result of 
both slovenly reading and the 
Communist propaganda. I think it 
goes back to a time about three 
years ago when I made a careful 
examination of some of the lead- 
ing Negro newspapers and found 
them not only trashy but down- 
right dangerous to our Negro peo- 
ple as well as to the whites with 
their deliberate coloration and in- 
flammation of news items. These 
papers, which, incidentally, did 
not include the Amsterdam News, 
were not merely pro-Negro but 
anti-white, a propaganda which I 
still hold partly responsible for the 
riots in Detroit and Harlem, al- 


though all the social fakers of the 
Roosevelt following would try to 


tell you that always in such trou- 
bles the thing is touched off by a_| 
mysterious gang, probably Nazis, 
who come upon a colored man in- 
nocently waiting for a street car 
and treat him awful. 


Another little peculiarity of 
theirs that I tomched upon was 
their brassy advertising of a line 
of luck charms and voodoo junk, 
all obvious fakes, of course, and 
an imposition on the poor dumb 
dupes who bought it. And I didn’t 
do these publishers any particu- 
lar good with their clientele when 
I pointed out that such advertis- 
ing copy certainly was no com- 
pliment to the intelligence of the 
Negro but a little on the insulting 
side and an unintentional denial 
of the proudest pretensions of the 
race. 

Well, at that the combined Ne- 


gro press of the United States with 


only a eouple of exceptions pre- 
sented me with a great big house, 
a brick at a time, and the Com- 
munists got out literature insisting 
that I had insulted the mother 
of every Negro service man in the 
armed forces. However, I just lit 
a cigaret and calmly walked away 
and a year or so later when the 
publishers of these papers thought 
I wasn’t listening, they passed a 
resolution disapproving such ad- 
vertising and, whether by resolu- 
tion or not, decided to cool off 
their treatment of news. Other- 
wise they were courting responsi- 
bility for a lot of trouble in which 
their own people would suffer just 
as badly as anyone else. 

On net results, therefore, I 
should think I had done the Ne- 
gro a little favor in this case but 
the offended colored publishers 
had the last word to their public 
and to hear them ‘tell it I had at- 
tacked and belittled the Negro 
race. 

This brings us down to now 
when Mr. Adams says I could 
help the cause of race relations 
greatly by my pieces in the pa- 


per. 

Well, that is something that any 
decent man would like to do but 
somehow my constructive and hu- 
mane intentions do not always get 
over to the customers and I hold 
off sometimes for fear that some- 
thing composed in a spirit of 
sweetness and light may touch off 
a massacre. There was that inci- 
dent of the Negro press in which 
I thought I was defending the Ne- 
gro against imposition and, in- 
stead, got hated myself, and in a 
similar case, years and year ago, 
when I wrote a deliberate and 
rather sickening eulogy on Knute 
Rockne, he called up our sports 
editor and said he was resigning 
as coach at Notre Dame because 
no money, no _ distinction could 
compensate the pangs that he and 
his loved ones suffered from such 
monstrous publicity. 

Mr. Adams reports to his read- 
ers, on the basis of some visits we 
had on Dewey’s train, that Peg- 
ler doesn’t know the full Negro 
story, and that I agree to. But in 


talking with him and Ralph Mat- 


thews, of the Afso-American, I 
did take hope that the white peo- 
ple would take down the heat of 
this situation by the degrees nec- 
essary to prevent an explosion 
some day, just by opening up 
some new lines of work to them. 
It means more than the mere ac- 
tual jobs to the whole race of 
them when a telephone company 
hires Negro girls as switchboard 
operators and when, by whatever 
process, Negroes are up-graded to 
the status of conductors and mo- 
tormen on the car lines, if only 
in token numbers. It means that 
another old bar has fallen and, if 
the people selected for the jobs 
are just reasonably civil the 
white people who work with them 
lose that old awkwardness which 
isn’t really hostility at all, but 
strangeness, and they get acquaint- 
ed as people. Then, other things 
being equal, they get along all 
right. 

I know a couple of papers have 
each taken on a Negro reporter 
and, as a foot in the door, that 
will do but I just wonder if the 
plaster would fall and the floors 
buckle if a colored fellow should 
hang up his coat and start batting 
out a bang-up job of rewrite on 
some city staff. I doubt that but 
when I asked one of Marshall 
Field’s executives one day how 
many Negroes he had hired on 
the city side of his Chicago thing, 
Field with his pretensions and pos- 
tures, the guy said “not a one.” 

These two colored reporters told 
me something that I had never 
thought of in that light before 
when they explained why they 
would like to eat in the same res- 
taurants with white people. 

Do you want to know the rea- 
son? 

Because they get hungry, that is 
all. They get hungry and except 
for a few self-service places, they 
have to go all the way back to 
some colored section to get a meal. 

Well, this isn’t going to solve 
everything but I will be glad if 
it doesn’t start a civil war be- 
cause earnest though my desire 
to do my good deed, I probably 
will find that I have written a 
ruthless and unprovoked attack on 


a whole race.

WASHINGTON—The opéning of a new con- 
gress is always an occasion, even if you have 
watched it for more than 20 years. 

It gives you a lift inside, too, even while you are exchanging 
cynical wisecracks with your neighbors in the press gallery, waspish 
remarks- about veteran figures whose every idiosyncracy you know, 
for they all live in a gold fish bowl. 


- All in all they are a representa- 
tive cross section of our people, 
filled with the same hopes and 
aspirations, endowed with the 
same prejudices, but 
earnest as they come here to do 
their job in the government of a 
democracy, 

It gives you confidence and a 
sense of our history to see our 
democracy still functioning as reg- 
ularly as the seasons, just as it 
has for 150-odd years, despite a 
world in the midst of catastrophe. 

The opening of the new congress 
was celebrated as usual by the 
presence of a good gallery, special 


visitors for the day as well as. 
rela: | 


sightseers, wives, children, 
tives, friends of members. . 


But this 79th congress got down | 


to its business in a sober way, 
without the usual spirit of frivoli- 
ty and back-slapping. 

It is here for serious business. 

It reflects the mood of the coun- 
try, the rude shock at the setback 
of our armies along the German 
border, just when victory seemed 
to be in our grasp. And it re- 
flects the confusion here over the 
political maneuverings of Great 
Britain and Russia in the liber- 
ated countries to extend spheres 
of influence even before the war 
is won, While, as a matter of fact, 
it is in its most desperate stage. 

It is a nervous, anxious con- 
gress. It is a congress conscious 
of the necessity of tightening the 
belt for the final pull. 

Even before it got its annual 
message from President Roosevelt, 
it had a, program, reflecting the 
necessities of the times, outlined 
in two serious preachments, one 
by War Mobilization Director 
Byrnes, the other by Speaker of 
the House Rayburn. 

Mr. Byrnes pointed to the tasks 
to be done—tightening of the 
draft, giving the War Manpower 
Commission statutory authority; a 
new venture for this nation but 
necessary in ‘a ruthless world. 
And he pointed to things for the 
future—tax revision to give busi-

| legislation to keep our giant mer- 


basically | chant fleet on the seas, so that it 


'won’t be abandoned, as it was 

after the last war. And a warn-

their debts and build up their own 
This, too, to avert the 
‘mistake after the last war. 


And Speaker’ Rayburn, speaking 
solemnly to a hushed house, re- 
flected the serious task ahead in 
the war and proclaimed boldly the 
mandate of the election that sent 


this congress here. This is to 
guarantee peace as far as possible 
hereafter by an international or- 
ganization with all the force nec- 
essary to check aggression—and 
he emphasized the necessity of 
force. 

Then the dedicatory spirit of the 
opening of congress was spoiled 
by one of those actions bespeaking 
the prejudices among us that seem 
to come boiling to the top in time 
of war, an action directly contrary 
to gnother apparent mandate to 
congress. 

This was when Rep. Rankin, 
Democrat, Mississippi, shoved 
through a change in rules which 
will perpetuate the Dies Commit- 
tee as a regular standing commit- 
tee of the house. It was done de- 
spite the defeat of three members 
of the old committee, in elections 
in which the issue was raised, and 
the voluntary retirement of Rep. 
Dies, himself; despite an apparent 
agreement among leaders not to 
revive the committee, and despite 
public reaction against the charac- 
ter-smearing of that committee. It

MOJAVE—The road from Miramar to Mojave 
leads through San Diego, where sailors swarm 


the streets like 


shoals of bluefish, the roll of the 


sea in their legs and gold rings in their ears, an affectation which 
will cause much talk when they get home on furlough to Jeff Davis 
county, Texas, and Fannin county, Georgia, and other inland baili- 
wicks where the term ‘‘salty” applies only to side meat. 


It leads out of San Diego along 
the very rim of the blue Pacific, 
so close that at high tide the 
blown spume from the curling 
crests speckles the train windows 
with brine. Then it bends gently 
inland through the country of 
orange and lemon groves, a beau- 
tiful country where the mountains 
réar up between the road and the 
sea, and where, at the. head of the 
valleys that lead to the sea, the 
orange growers have planted their 
tall windbreaks of eucalyptus, to 
protect their ténder fruit from the 
winds from the sea. It leads 
through a country of towering oil 
derricks, and through a country 
of great bosomy rolling hills 
where white-faced cattle graze by 
thousands. 


It leads to Los Angeles where 
the traveler with an hour to kill 
between trains can walk up a lit- 
tle hill from the station and there 
find Olvares street. 


And here he will find Las Pueb- 
las de los Reinas de Los Angeles, 
“The City of the Queen of the An- 
gels,” I suppose it is, though my 
Spanish is weak, and I may have 
gotten my “los’s” and my “las’s” 
mixed up a little. But anyway, 
here is the heart of Old Califor- 
nia, the first street in this huge 
and beautiful city, and here, in 
perfect preservation, is the ancient 
adobe casa of the Avilas’s, with 
all the furniture and family doo- 
dads of that blue-blooded family 
still intact. And here the blind 
harpists sing the mournful love 
songs of old Mexico, twanging 
their harps for the tinkling rain- 
fall of silver that wandering serv- 
ice men pour into their cups. 


And here are little shops selling 
all manner of things, leather san- 
dals, and knives whose hilts are 
embossed with silver, and pinon 
nuts, and tacos and tamales and 
enchiladas and what-not, all ex- 
tremely fiery to the outland 
tongue.

From Los Angeles and Olvares 
street the road bends north and 
east toward the desert, and the 
sun-baked inferno which is the 
Marine Corps Air Station, Mojave. 
And it is on this route that I see 
the homely puss of Lt. Ed Stan- 
wood. He is trudging morosely 
through the car, and is plain that 
he is sad. 

“Whither away,” I said, 

“Mojave,” he said, 

“Me, too,” I said. 

“Misery loves company,” he 
said. “Glad to have you aboard.” 

“What,” I said, “is the scoop on 
this Mojave deal?” 

“Sad,” he said. “We will be 
there until we are as sun-baked as 
a Gila Monster.” 

“Where do you get this word?” 
I said, 

“From a WR in LA. She says 
the outfits at Mojave haven't 
moved in so long their tails are 
getting buried in the sand like the 
backside of the Sphinx. She says 
so far as she knows they never 
are going to move. She’s on fur- 
lough from there. Look,” he said,

Who. Shall 
Ratify? 


By GEORGE GALLUP,

PRINCETON, N. J. — Majority 
public opinion in the United States 
is ready to accept a major reform 
in the method of ratifying peace 
treaties, judging by the evidence 
of a survey just completed by the 
Institute. 

At present the ratification of'‘a 
formal peace treaty requires a two- 
thirds vote in the United States 
senate. Approval by the house of 
representatives is not required. 
The reform, which is approved by 
approximately three voters in 
every five polled, would make 
peace treaties ratifiable by a sim- 
ple majority vote of both the sen- 
ate and house. 

This idea has, as a matter of 
fact, been acceptable to the public 
for a good many months past. Two 
previous surveys, one published in 
October, 1943, and the other in 
May, 1944, both found substantial 
majorities in favor of the change. 

There is strong likelihood that 
the issue will be raised for debate 
in the new session of congress. 
Fuller discussion of it may pos- 
sibly alter the public’s present at- 
titude. That remains to be seen. 
The current opinion is shown by 
responses to the following ques- 
tion: | } 
“When the war is over, it will 
be necessary for the Allies to de- 
cide 6n peace terms for the Axis. 
Which one of these three ways 
would you, personally, favor as 
the best way to have peace trea- 
ties approved after the war?” 

The three alternatives given the 
voters were approval by the Presi- 
dent and a majority of the whole 
congress, or approval by the Presi- 
dent and two-thirds of the sen- 
ate, which is the present method.

The poll was conducted by the 
same scientific sampling methods 
used in forecasting President 
Roosevelt's victory in this year’s 
presidential election with an error 
of only 1.8 per cent on the na- 
tional civilian vote. 

Of special interest to students of 
public opinion are the results of 
today’s study when analyzed ac- 
cording to degree of education of 
the voters questioned. 

People who have had college 
training and high school training 
are substantially more in favor of 
adopting the plan of ratification 
by the whole congress than is the 
case among people who have had 
only a grade school education. In 
short, the better informed the 
voter, the more likely he is to fa- 
vor this change.

As a further test, the Institute 
made a separate tabulation of all 
persons who are correctly in- 
formed as to the present method 
of ratifying treaties — in short, 
people who know that approval 
by the President and two-thirds of 
the senate only is required. 

It was found that the correctly- 
informed group vote a little more 
in favor of the reform than the 
average for the whole country. 
The percentage among the in- 
formed is 60 per cent for chang- 
ing to approval by the President 
and a majority of both houses of 
congress, as compared to 58 per 
cent for all groups combined.

McGill thinks America needs, and which we wholeheartedly agree is 


putting it very mildly. 

Here in our own city we have 
many shameful facts brought to 
our minds at every turn. Just try, 
on any day of the week, to find a 
parking place on any downtown 


street. Try to turn your car into 
the gateway or door of any private 
parking lot or building. Always | 
the same sign greets you: “Filled, 
Up 
or residential thoroughfare and try 
to count the cars rapidly passing 
you in a never-ending stream. Yet 
we are supposed to have a rigid 
gasoline rationing system which al- 
lows each motorist only a few pre- 
cious gallons a month! 


Many citizens are even able to 
drive down to Florida on a mo- 
ment’s notice for their usual Palm 
Beach or Miami Beach vacation 
with, apparently, no difficulties 
whatever. Many citizens are leav- 
ing daily for their usual hunting 
or fishing expeditions, driving into 
even distant states for a several 
weeks’ jaunt. And all, of course, 
using up that gasoline which our 
leaders tell us is so badly needed 
by our overseas forces. 

The war as yet has not touched 
many of us. New York, its hotels, 
theaters and night clubs have not, 
in all their history, enjoyed such 
capacity crowds. The average ho- 
tel there allows guests to remain 
only for periods of five days, so 
great the congestion. Theater tick- 
ets are being bought up at greatly 
enhanced prices, and for weeks in 
advance. Restaurants have never 
before been so crowded, and, judg- 
ing from their menus, there is lit- 
tle or no lack of delicacies still 
available for every taste. 


People are thronging the expen- 
sive shops of the nation, spending 
money as never before. So great 
the demand from all parts of the 
country, there is actually a present 
shortage of mink coats, diamonds 
and other rare jewels: 


Conditions in the homeland of 
our chief ally, England, are indeed 
a far cry from those in America. 
Many estimates have placed the 
percentage of women in English 
war plants as high as 90. Women 


.” Stand along any downtown | 


are running her public transporta- 


tion systems, working her coal 
mines, stationed at numerous anti- 
aircraft guns scattered throughout 
her land. Her shipyards are filled 
with women. .Across the length 
and breath of England hundreds 
of thousands of women are doing 
manual labor—a thing which be- 
fore the war would have been un- 
dreamed. 


For several years all clothing 
in England has been rationed, 
foodstuffs and household appli- 
ances, drugs, cosmetics and nu- 
merous other items of a peace- 
time world. 


We have still a long, long way 
to go if we are to win this war. 
We must stop grumbling over in- 
consequential inconveniences. Ac- 
cording to Mr. Rice, 40 per cent 
of the nation is still in a lethargic 
state. Is not this fact now be 
ginning to show up seriously in 
the recent heavy losses of life 
along the western front, in short- 
ages of shells and tanks and gaso- 
line and other valuable equip- 
ment of war? 


While we are enjoying our de- 
lectable Sunday dinners today and 
sipping our favorite wines, let us 
remember a_ statement recently 
made by one of our young men 
in uniform, a fellow whose name 
is Bernard McEnany, who was 
brought back to America a short 
time ago for hospitalization pur- 
poses. As radio operator and gun- 
ner in a bomber group he had 
successfully finished 13 bombing 
missions over enemy territory. He 
was setting aside $60 monthly for 
the purchase of war bonds out of 
his-Army Air Corps pay as a tech 
sergeant. 

When hospitalized to this coun- 
try, minus a leg which was shot 
off during that last bombing mis- 
sion, he was asked what he would 
like to have most. Let all of us 
remember the request he made. 
With a broad grin and slowly 
shifting his right leg stub on his 
hospital bed, he said: “More than 
anything else I'd like to have just 
a piece of white bread. And I 
don’t care if there’s no butter to 
go with it!” 

That is the only spjrit which 
can win this war.

Records were a dime a dozen in the Southeastern and National 
AAU swimming meet at the Emory University pool Saturday night 
with Billy Kelly, a national record holder from North Carolina Uni- 
versity, leading the way by setting two new marks and helping his 


medley team set another. 

In all, Kelly won three first 
places, setting records in two of 
the events, and was easily the star 
of the meet. He started off by 
winning the national junior AAU 
freestyle in 55 seconds, this being 
the only event in which he did 
not break the record. He turned 
in a time of 2:23.6 to capture the 
Southeastern AAU 220-yard free- 
style event, breaking both the 
AAU and pool records, He again 
turned the trick with a time of 
1:7.6 in the 100-yard breaststroke.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6—(>)— 
If congress speedily adopts Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's suggestion that 
all 4-Fs be funneled into essential 
war industry, professional sports 
might be blacked out for the du- 
ration. 


The major baseball leagues, for 
instance, have 281 players with 
4-F draft ratings among the 400 
athletes used last year. If all were 
sent into military service or into 
war industry suddenly, it is un- 
likely that baseball could 

This, despite the oft-asserted 
statement of the late K. M. Lan- 
dis, baseball commissioner; Ford 
Frick, president of the National 
League, and Will Harridge of the 
American loop, that baseball “will 
continue as long as we have nine 
men on each club.” 

Pro football would likely suffer 
the same fate and loss of such golf 
stars as Byron Nelson, leading 
money winner of 1944 and the out- 
standing athlete of last year, 
among many others might end 
tournament play on the links.

Mrs. J. Harry Rogers, chairman 
of public relations of the Woman’s 
Auxiliary to the Medical Associa- 
tion of Georgia, has suggested ’1e 
following program for this year: 

“As we are an auxiliary, we 
must be guided in all our public 
relations work by the members of 
our advisory committee from the 
Medical Association of Georgia. I 
strongly feel that our function in 
this important work is to let the 
lay public learn, through us, the 
things which the medical profes- 
sion wishes to have stressed, and 
accordingly I think our first and 
most important objective in public 
relations is to carry their message 
to the public through lay groups. 

“Health education, always a 
primary objective of ours as a 
medical auxiliary, is even more 
important during these times when 
people are living under abnormal 
conditions with food rationing, and 
it should be stressed more than 
ever. 

“A member of our advisory com- 
mittee has suggested that we have 
a state-wide speakers’ bureau to 
secure speakers for auxiliary meet- 
ings, clubs, P.-T, A. groups, etc., 
to let the public know what the 
doctors are doing and plan to do 
for medicine and health. By this 
state-wide committee an —inter- 
change of speakers should be pos- 
sible, these to come from auxili- 
aries, medical societies and lay 
groups. Therefore, the public re- 
lations chairman is asking each 
county president to appoint a 
speakers’ bureau chairman from 
her auxiliary. 


“In public relations, we can do 
untold good, as individuals in pres- 
enting the Wagner-Murray-Dingle 
bill to the public, with all its true 
ramifications. Every point of this 
bill should be at your finger tips 
and we should always be ready 
to give intelligent answers to any 
questions about it. We should 
also have speakers from each aux- 
iliary ready to talk on this sub- 
ject before any group wishing to 
hear it discussed. 

“A primary objective during 
these war years should be con- 
tacts with the doctors serving in 
the armed forces in our areas, and 
with their families. One of the 
reasons for an auxiliary is to pro- 
mote closer association of doctors 
and their families with others of 
the prefession, and I think we can 
do inestimable good in making 
service doctors and their wives 
become part of our community. 


To one who knows from personal 


experience, a doctor and his wife 
always want to be considered that, 
and yet too little stress is placed 


upon making them feel a medical 
part of the community in which 


they serve. 
“We should, as individuals,, co- 


operate in all forma of war serv- 


ices, though there may be times 
when we cannot do things as a 
group. But at those times I think 
we should always let everyone 


know that we are doctors’ wives 
and as such are offering our serv- 


ices. There is a great need for 
nurses’ aides and I know of no 
better way in which we can serve, 
both the public and the medical 


profession, than in taking the Red 
Cross nurses’ aide course, and in 


working in the hospitals all that 
we possibly can. 

“We should urge the sale and 
distribution of Hygeia, the maga- 


zine published by the American 


Medical Association, and try to 


make the public realize the worth- 
while health information that is 
Veontained in this periodical. 
should also urge the public to lis- 
ten to those radio programs that

are sponsored by the American 
Medical Association.”

For Training 


At WAC Hub 


With news of high casualties 
resulting from the desperate Ger- 
man counteroffensive, the 28 girls 
who left last night for Ft. Ogle- 
thorpe and basic training as Ar- 
my medical technicians picked an 
opportune moment. 

They have vojlunteered for train- 
ing in pharmacy, dentistry, optom- 
etry, psychiatry, X-ray, surgery, 
lip reading, Braillie, orthopedics, 
laboratory and other allied fields 
in order to give the wounded serv- 
icemen proper care when they 
come home from battle. 

The Atlanta recruiting station 
has led the entire Fourth Service 
Command in number of medical 
technician volunteers, but the need 
for women to serve in Army hos- 
Pitals throughout the country and 
abroad and aboard hospital ships 
is still critical, according to Army 
officials. 

Women, whose sympathy under- 


standing is invaluable in restoring |. 
to health, will 


gick and wounded 
find a real job as a technician. 
They will be replacing no one; it 
is a job for them alone. 

Requirements are not highly re- 
strictive. Volunteers must be be- 
tween 20 and 450, married or sin- 
gie; and have had high school 
training. Specialized medical train- 
ing is, of course, desirable, but 
the Army is willing to send wom- 
en to Army medical schools fol- 
lowing basic training. 

It is the only duty for women 
in the Army which the volunteer 
is allowed to choose. They may | 
choose which field they prefer, | 
and have it guaranteed them by 
the surgeon general. 

The need is great.

sed ae pounds of cartoons, please...” 

Sounds like double-talk, but the 
booksellers of the nation got used to it during 
the Christmas mailing season. The explana- 
tion is simple: The limit on packages to sol- 
diers was five pounds, and many a friend or 
relative of GI Joe decided to shoot the works 
on cartoon books. 

They had plenty of titles to choose from. 
The publishing world has been in a daze this 
fall, trying to keep track of the amazing 
avalanche of cartoon collections. Nearly 40 
separate volumes have piled onto the count- 
ers, ringing up sales of over $1,000,000. Such 
books as Peter Arno’s ““Man in the Shower,” 
George Baker’s “Sad Sack,”” Whitney Dar- 
row, Jr.’s ““You’re Sitting on my Eyelashes,” 
George Price’s “Is It Anyone We Know?” 
“Private Breger’s War’ and so on, have 
threatened to push everything else into the 
stockroom. One book dealer complained, with 
a helpless laugh, “That damn cartoon-book 
counter is lined up like a soda fountain.”’ 

What's the ? How is it that cartoon$ 
have cast this nutty magic spell over us? 
Well, you can blame the war for a great 
part of the boom; the need of laughter, 
and the desire to pase good cheer along 
to the men at the front. But, basically, 
there’s more to it than that. The cartoon is 
fast growing into a national institution. 

Where do they all come from, these thou- 
wanda of irrepressible, irreverent sketches? 
Ste " per cent of them are turned out on

cartoonists who work like dogs to make you 
and me laugh. They curse their profession, 
but cling to it year after year. Even those who 
have entered the armed forces keep at it, 
and many of the cartoons you see in maga- 
zines today were pencil-sketched in a tank, 
a submarine or foxhole. 

What is a cartoonist like? It is safe to say 
that he is not at all what you would expect. 
The popular conception is an eccentric per- 
son who might walk down Broadway on 
stilts, clad only in his B.V.D.’s, and toss 
matches into the beards of elderly passers-by. 

On the contrary, cartoonists are, as a class, 
rather prosaic, circumspect persons. They are 
mostly young men between the ages of 25 
and 40, who live modestly in New York City, 
or in its suburbs. A minority live elsewhere 
in the nation and do their business by 
mail. 

P They're a Prolific Bunch 


Cartoonists are not inveterate drunks — 
indeed, they are less given to liquor than 
almost any other profession. Their conver- 
sation is not at all slap-happy, ungrammatical 
or disreputable. They usually discuss such 
topics as (1) the troubles they are having 
with their heating systems; (2) the troubles 
they are having with various editors; (3) the 
condition of their wives, who are generally in, 
or about to be in, confinement. (Cartoonists 
are extremely prolific. They seem to spawn at 
frequent intervals, producing a greater num- 
ber of children than might be expected of 
persons in their particular age group.) 
Cartoonists as a whole are neither rich nor 
poor. Their profession is reasonably profit- 
able, but no one has ever financed a yacht 
out of it. (Cartoonist Gardner Rea, however, 
is supposed to have made close to $1,000,000 


— out of the business. “‘Dean’”’ of cartoonists, he 


They get Inspiration from 
coffee, dogs and children 


sold his first drawing 37 years ago, is still 
going strong.) At present, Peter Arno stands 
at the head of the salary list. His yearly re- 
ceipts in these humor-boom times are reputed 
to approach six figures, and he has a private 
income to boot. Runners-up are a dozen or so 
artists who have made names for themselves 
in “The New Yorker” magazine. These are 
the aristocrats of the cartoon world, and they 
net $15,000 and up from their regular work, 
plus advertising contracts. 

But “general” cartoonists comprise the 
bulk of the profession — the men and women 
who draw for big weekly magazines, such as 
“Collier’s,”” “Saturday Evening Post” and 
Tuts WEEK itself. They make anywhere 
from $4,000 to $15,000 annually, depending 
on their skill, industry, or both. A good per- 
centage of these drtists entered the game

Where do these people get their ideas? 
The answer to that is full of disillusion. Gags 
do not spring lightly from their brains, but 
take work and black coffee. The average car- 
toonist does not think up all his own ideas 
— it is too much of a strain. He leans heavily 
On a gag man, an anomaly generally described 
as a cartoonist who can’t draw. Gag men 
come from every kind of job. There is a Park 
Avenue psychiatrist who turns his spare 
hours to account; a bombardier who has flown 
over Japan; an inmate of San Quentin peni- 
tentiary, who must have amassed a consider- 
able sum against the day of his release; and 
many others equally curious. They have the 
gift of manufacturing jokes out of everyday 
experiences, or, more often, out of old jokes. 


The Switch System 


No matter if you look at cartoons for the 
next 50 years, you will never see a new joke. 
All the new jokes in the world were exhausted 
by the year 500 a.D. Today’s jokes rise from 
the ashes of yesterday's, generally through 
the Switch System. Here’s how it works: 
Take a good look at the Gardner Rea joke 
that appears on this page. Let’s say that Dave 
Gulch, gag man, sits down for an evening of 
work. He riffies through Gardner Rea’s new 
book to start his brain working. Sometimes he 
uses the classified telephone directory or mail 
order catalogue for inspiration. Then he 
picks out this cartoon as being an especially 
cute one. Dave says to himself: “This gag 
could be switched to something more timely 
— for instance, switch the scene to a butcher 
shop.” So after half an hour’s thought, Dave 
pecks at his typewriter, produces this: 


Scene: Butcher shop, filled with 
anxious-eyed ladies. Young butcher is 
smiling courteously. Older butcher. 
scowling, hisses in young butcher's 
ear: “See here, Frisbee, bawl them 
out or they'll think something's 
wrong with the meat." 


When Dave Gulch thinks up 20 or more of 
such gems, he’ll pass them along to his car- 
toonist client, whom we'll call Joe Duddy.

Joe will look them over morosely and then 
fasten on the butcher gag. “Pretty dull,” he 
decides, “and meat-shortage gags have been 
tough to sell lately. But it could be switched 
a bit. For instance, switch the butchers to 
two cops — motorcycle cops. They’re behind 
a signboard on a boulevard that’s deserted 


“Let's see now — oh, 
yeah — where's the fire?’’ 


because of the gas shortage. One says to the 
other: “Let’s see, Mulcahy, just how does 
that old bawling-out routine go?" 

After several dayagecartoonist Joe Duddy 
manages to get 20 such gags roughed up 
(roughed up means roughly sketched in pen- 
cil, to give the editor an idea of what the fin- 
ished drawing will look like). On Wednesday 
(the day all magazines hold open house for 
cartoonists) he visits cartoon editors. Let us 
say that one of the editors picks the cop joke 
out of the batch of roughs and says: “This 
isn’t so bad -— but it’s too conversational. 
I can’t seem to sell conversational gags to the 
editorial board these days. Why not put some 
action into it? For instance, hew abeut 
switching it to a cop stopping a motorist 
on a deserted highway and actually for- 
getting how to baw] him out?’’ 

“Okay,”” says Joe Duddy — and the fin- 
ished cartoon is in the upper left-hand corner 
of this page. Sherlock Holmes could hardly 
have traced it to the original Rea joke. 

Of course Joe Duddy’s cartoon is an ex- 
treme case. Most cartoons are the product 
of only one or two “switches.” 

There is no item in a magazine that repre- 
sents more labor per square inch of space 
than the cartoon, whose only purpose is to 
attract readers for a brief moment. Don’t 
think that publishers underestimate this 
fleeting significance, though. They'd sooner 
drop anything else out of their magazines. 


Readership surveys show the popularity of 
cartoons. That’s why special editors are hired 
to scan every single one of each year’s quarter- 
million ‘‘roughs.”’ 

And don’t think that advertisers underesti- 
mate cartoons either. Scores of the nation’s 
biggest manufacturers spend hundreds of 
thousands yearly to put a chuckle into their 
ads. A recent check-up shows that the 
average magazine carries very nearly as 
many cartoons in its advertising columns 
as it does in its text. One product uses car- 
toons alone, with practically no accompany- 
ing sales talk whatever. In fact the manage- 
ment is so sold on cartoons as a good-will pro- 
moter that it has organized a national chil- 
dren’s club to write soldiers once a week, 
including a clipped cartoon in each letter. 
Membership has already passed 600,000. 

But let’s get back to our friend Joe Duddy, 
average cartoonist. Joe’s sitting in his rented 
home in New Rochelle, N. Y., figuring that 
this year he has made $8,000 — best year so 
lar, but maybe only because of the wartime 
humor boom. It’s late at night. Joe is just 
about to settle down to work (he can’t do a 
damn thing in the daytime because his three 
kids are always whooping it up around the 
house). He shivers — something’s gol to be 
done about that infernal heating system. 


He'll Quit at 45 


Joe fetches black coffee, his pipe, and pats 
his dog (a]] cartoonists love dogs — dogs have 
fine cartoon possibilities). Joe permits him- 
self a short daydream about his ambitions: 
(1) to work up a famous comic strip like Andy 
Gump, and make a slew of money; (2) to buy 
a farm and collect eggs and paint landscapes 
(most cartoonists would like to be serious 
artists). 

But this is what the future really holds 
in store for Joe Duddy: He will finally buy 
his rented house in New Rochelle. He will 
have two more children and remain a maga- 
zine cartoonist till he’s 45. At which time the 
younger cartoonists, with fresher styles and 
outlooks, will swamp him.

= PROBLEM of tact has ever seemed to me so 
bee immediately close to our hearts as the question 

~ of how to prepare for the home-coming of our men 
from the war fronts. 

In short, how are we to acquire a double person- 
ality — one which is sensitively attuned to the needs 
of a veteran's over-strained nerves, but which out- 
wardly seems imaginative and tranquil? This par- 
ticular question has been sent to me by many young 
wives who think that their own husbands are going to 
be strangers when they come home. 

To every Mary who has asked me about this, I 
can at least give a few reassuring facts: Remember, 
many veterans will not have been in actual combat. 


Strain at Fighting Fronts 


Rememser also that none of the smaller number 
who have lived through phydical and spiritual strain 
at the fighting fronts want to be looked upon as 
“problem cases” when they come back. It is my belief 
that even if your John comes from the hell of the 
front lmes, he is still going to be your John. Of course, 
he may be subject to nervous strain, but at the same 
time he will be groping, more than anything else in 
the world, to find the “‘you”’ he left behind. 

A nurse from Walter Reed Hospital told me 
that the boys long to find that their wives are 
their sweethearts still. They want to come back 
and fit into that remembered picture. So it would 
seem that John is likely to be starving for your love 
and sympathy. Your job is to break through any outer 
shell and supply that love. 

The typical veteran description that has been given 
me is of impatience to get back into civilian clothes, 
get a job and get on with the business of living. 

May Find Transition Difficult 


On ‘THE other hand, we must face the fact that one 
who comes home from a hospital or the fighting front 
_ may not fit into the home picture immediately. He 

may find the transition to civilian life difficult, but 
in most cases he will bridge the gap successfully — 
particularly if his old job, or one as good or better, 
is made available to him. In special cases of injury or 
eevere war fatigue, home life will go. well for him 
only if his family — especially his wife — is suffi- 
ciently self-disciplined to show unfailing tolerance. 

One last suggestion: If you want to set John’s 
nerves on edge, complain to him about home-front 
hardships. We all must learn to appreciate the differ- 
ence between living at home and life in foxholes, in 
malarial jungles, and in blitzed regions of devasta- 
tion. If you fear you may forget, just cut out some 
pages of war illustrations and look at them from 
time to time. They will refresh your memory, and 
make it certain that you won't forget. .

What You'll Eat in 1945 


Will the food situation 
be better or worse for 
the home front? Look.. 


ERE is a preview of the new 
year’s table and the 1,095 
meals soon to be served. Good eating 
ahead — the stick-to-the-rib kind — 
but few of the luxuries. 


MEAT — What's ahead for the plat- 
ter? Less meat than we ate last year 
—- 130 to 135 pounds per capita as 
compared with 143 pounds in 1944. 
Until sometime in the fall, best cuts 
from the porker — loins, hams, 
shoulders, butts and bacon'— will 
continue scarce picking. Slightly 
less lamb and mutton as the lamb 
crop is smaller. But as much veal as 
now, which is saying a mouthful — 
and fnost of this for the homefolks. 
Beef is on the slow increase, the 
quality showing improvement. 


hens are steadily popping out eggs 
on a production-line basis. Too many 
eggs last year; we couldn't eat them 
all. The War Food Administration 
calls for a big cut in the chicken 
population. Don’t worry, lady, there 
will be chicken enough, despite the 
present shortage. Fresh chicken will 
be back when the Quartermaster 
catches up on his shopping. Eggs 
enough too. Just ahead is the big 
cackling season. Fewer eggs are 
needed for drying. Out of storage 
are coming eggs in truckload volume 
to clear space for the new harvest. 
Grade-B eggs will be in superabund- 
ance and the best money value. 


FATS AND OILS— By summer 
there will be less fat for cooking, as 
fewer hogs go to market. Domestic 
production of edible oils is expected 
larger than in 1944. But fat imports 
can’t increase very much until the 
Japs fojd. Meanwhile Europe needs 
fat, so do the armed forces. Kitchen- 
fat salvage continues a duty. 


CEREALS —.A big breakfast year. 
Cereals of every kind. Bread baskets 
overfiow with crisp, crusty loaves 
— whole grain and the enriched. 


DAIRY PRODUCTS — Spread _ the 
butter thin, or pass the margarine. 
After cows freshen this spring, there 
will be a trifle more of the golden 
spread, but not enough to meet the 
demand. True, milk production is 
soaring — but civilians drink 20 to 
25 per cent more milk than prewar. 
Extra milk, too, is needed for cheese, 
evaporated milk and milk powder, 
all for war uses. Milk pitchers brim 
and better distribution is promised 
for the milk-short areas. Don’t ex- 
pect the whipping cream back. 

Cheerful earful is that cheese may 
be slightly more plentiful. But Ched- 
dar will continue going to the Army. 
The pot-type cheeses can be made in 
any amount. 

Evaporated milk is the short stuff.

Little dried whole milk will be 
found at the grocer’s, but there is 
dried skim milk around in some 
stores. Try it for cooking! It pro- 
vides all the food elements of fresh 
whole milk, except fat. 

Americans will continue to spoon 
up the ice cream and a smoother 
product, as the makers get an in- 
crease of dried skim milk solids — 
but not a whit more of richness. 


BEANS — Keep the beans baking. 
Bags bulge with dried beans, peas 
and lentils; all continde unrationed. 
Red kidney beans, limas and white 
beans may be short at the grocer’s. 
Our fighters need and like them. 


FRESH VEGETABLES — Victory 
gardeners stay by the hoe! Goals for 
fresh vegetables will continue high. 
For the winter we have enough 
vegetables — and no onion famine. 
Plenty of small potatoes; scarcity 
looms for the big bakers. 


FRESH FRUIT — Enough oranges 
but fewer grapefruit. The hurricane 
took heavy toll. More tangerines 
than you ever heard tell. About one 
third more bananas are expected 
now that the Caribbean is open. . 


DRIED FRUITS — Dried fruit will 
be slightly less than last year but in 
greater variety. Persian dates are 
coming for the first time since the 
war — some 14,000 tons. 


FROZEN Froops-— If the canned 
stuff runs short, reach into the 
freezer and pull out what you need. 
The quick-frozen food industry is 
setting new records — a half-billion 
pounds of food were frozen last year, 
topping the 1943 output by 15 per 
cent. Nice thing is that 85 per cent 
of the total, including some 75 varie- 
ties of meat, poultry, fresh fruits 
and vegetables, has been allotted to 
home tables. 
Fyism— Uncle Sam orders more 
canned salmon, sardines and mack- 
erel, leaving leas for home pantries. 
But the tuna’s all ours. 

There are fishing boats a-plenty to 
keep up the fresh-fish production. 
Also more fish will be filleted, frozen 


and moved to inland towns where 
frozen-locker space is available. 


CANNED sTOCcKsS — Canned stocks 
are on the less side this spring. 
Canned fruit will be limited until 
the new harvest. This year’s pack 
was one of the largest on record bul 


failed to come up to its promise. But 
apricots are the largest pack ever. 
More pie timber in the form of 
canned mincemeat and cooked 
pumpkin. Vast ambrosias of juices, 
except the pineapple. 

Canned vegetable stocks are 
slightly less than lJast spring, just 
enough of some items to squeeze 
through until garden time. The 
major vegetables — string beans, 
corn, peas and tomatoes — may be 
one third of the 1943 supplies. 
Almost no lima beans — these go to 
the armed forces. Asparagus and 
spinach enough. Bright spot is the 
abundance of unrationed tomato 
purée — spaghetti eaters take note! 


BABY FooD — There's a full dinner 
plate assured for his majesty, the 
baby. The greatest supply of canned 
baby foods ever is the prediction. 


SWEET STurrs -—— Starve the sweet 
tooth. Sugar rationing will con- 
tinue, certainly, until the defeat 
of Japan. Less candy ahead. 


BEVERAGES — Cocoa and choco- 
late are short. About the same 
amount of tea, but all black. Coffee 
supplies are adequate to meet de. 
mands both here and abroad. 


wuUTs — Heap the nut bowls. Wal- 
nut, pecan and almond .trees pro- 


_ duced tons more nuts than is aver- 


age. The peanut crop is a wonder. 


SPICE — New spice sources are 
opening because of easier shipping 
in the Atlantic. Cloves come from 
Madagascar. The nation’s pepper 
supply will hold until the imports 
start moving. More vanilla, more . 
peppermint. Cinnamon is the one 
major spice still short for the pantry.

Fighting GI’s want to hear 
their favorite singers and 
bands. They do—on V-discs 


SK several million fighting GI’s to name 
the top morale-builders of the war. 
You'll get the usual answers: movies, USO 
shows, letters from home. But high up on 
every list will be V-discs. 

Soldiers are “nuts” about these special 
Army-produced phonograph records. They 
play them day and night in barracks, in 
hospitals, aboard transports, even on port- 
able phonographs in foxholes. Then they 
crowd into rec halls and Red Cross 
clubs and play them some more. 

“‘We play records eleven out of every 
twelve hours the club is open,” reports 
Betty Brill, Red Cross worker in Europe. 

V-discs are produced by the Special 
Services Division of the Army Service 
Forces. Every month 12,650 boxes — each 
containing 20 of the non-breakable 12-inch 
plastic records — go out to 12,650 U.S. 
military installations all over the world. 

/ 
All Of the Best 
Just about every leading artist and band 
has appeared on them: from Crosby and 
Dinah Shore to John Charles Thomas and 
Marian Anderson; from Harry James to the 
Boston Symphony. 

The records are made at special recording 
dates or elee taken directly from radio pro- 
grams or from the masters of commercial 
records. One method was a weekly, coast-to- 


coast broadcast called ‘For the Record” on 


which top artists performed. Applause was 
withheld, and individual selections were 
transposed onto V-discs. 

Most requested singers are Bing Crosby, 
Dinah Shore and Frank Sinatra. Most re- 
quested bands are Harry James, Major 
Glenn Miller and Tommy Dorsey. 

What’s the reason for the tremendous 
success? Maybe Sgt. Dick Spiece in Sicily 
has the answer: ““When the gang hovers 
around our old, beat-up phonograph, they 
can dream they’re on the Astor roof listen- 
ing to Harry James as they did in New York. 
And that is what it takes to live over here 
-— lots of those memories.’’

Here’s the reason... 


a who know Greece. say 
that its natives are realistic 


and skeptical and have a good sense 
of humor plus a delight in the ridic- 
ulous. But the Greek has another 
paradoxical trait, a soaring roman- 
ticism which may suddenly sweep 
away his realism. Such a wave of 
emotion struck Commander Thanos 
Spanides off Crete some months ago. 

Commander Spanides and his 
submarine were delivering a small 
band of English commandos whose 
mission was to destroy German 
planes on a Cretan airfield. It was a 
prelude to the invasion of Greece. 


Nazis Overhead 


At day the sub had felt its way 
along the shallow shore at periscope 
depth as Nazi planes roared over- 
head, landing and taking off from 
the airfield which the commandos 
were to attack. In 12 hours Spanides 
had crash-dived 40 times, so close 
had the planes come. Now darkness 
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had descended and the time had 
come to surface and put the com- 
mandos over the side in their rub- 
ber boats. 3 

Suddenly Spanides felt nostalgic, 
emutional. Here he was in his sub, 
just a few hundred yards from his 
homeland, Crete, Greece, where 
civilization had reached heights 
never attained by any other coun- 
try. And now it was in the hands of 
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as barbaric an invader as Attila 
the Hun. 

A black-faced commando, weight- 
ed down with an incredible load of 
equipment, was clambering out of 
the conning tower. “‘I wonder,” said 
Spanides to the commando, “if you 
could do me a favor.” 

‘The commando’s teeth grinned 
white against his blackened face. 
“Certainly,”’ he said. 


“I was thinking of a flower,”’ said 


Spanides, “a green flower with a 
strong but pleasant scent that we 
call the thymart. My wife and I used 
to pick bunches of it. I know it must 
seem funny to pick flowers on such 
an expedition but...”
